It is respectfliUy requested that Assignee be afforded a patent 
term adjustment of 3 days.

The notice of allowance indicated a patent term adjustment of 3 
days and was subsequently revised prior to issuance. 

2. This request for reconsideration of the patent term adjustment is 
respectfully filed withui two months of the date the ' 141 patent 
issued.

5, This request for reconsideration does not raise issues that were 
raised or could have been raised in an application for patent term 
adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b) because the patent term 
adjustment indicated in the notice of allowance is proper, and 
should not have been revised prior to issuance,

A. Statement of the Facts 
Assignee respectfully submits that the conrect patent term adjustment is 3 
days and requests correction of the erroneous term printed on the * 141 Patent In 
support. Assignee has included m this petition: (1) a copy of the 'Tatent Term 
Adjustment History" printed from PAIR rPTA History^ *^: (2) a copy of the "Image 
File Wrapper" printed fifom PAIR r^mage Wrapper"); (3) a copy of the "FUe 
History^ printed fiom PAIR ("Fileifistory'O; (4) the auto-reply facsimile 
transmission sheet and a copy of the terminal disclaimer filed wifliout the 
appropriate fee on August 20, 2004 ^'Terminal Disclaimed (5) die stamped 
letum postcard and a copy of the IDS filed on September 22, 2004 C'IDS''); (6) the 
auto-reply facsnnile transmission sheet and a copy of the fee transmittal CTeiminal 
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U.S. Patent No. 6.910,141 PATENT

I. i L 702 Delays Attributable to the Patent Office 
Assignee respectfully submits that the basis for adjustment under Patent 
Rule 1 .702 is flie failure of the Office to "[rjespond to a reply under 35 U.S.C. [§] 

1 32 ... not later than four montfis after the date on which the reply was filed " 

37 C.F.R. § 1.702(a)(2) (2004). As indicated by the attached Tenninal Disclaimer 
auto-reply facsimile transmission sheet, Assignee filed the August 20, 2004 
Terminal Disclaunet without the appropriate fee in response to the first Office 
Action mailed July 13, 2004. More than four months later, the Patent Office first 
responded to Assignee*s reply in the February 1 , 2005 Notice of Allowance. 

As a result, Ae period of adjustment under Rule 1.702(a) is flie sum of 
"[t]he number of days . . . hi tfie period beginning on the day a^ the date that is 
four months after the date a reply under § 1.1 1 1 was filed and ending on the date of 
the mailing of either an action under 35 U.S.C. [§] 132, or anotice of allowance 
under 35 U.S.C. [§] 151, whichever occurs first." 37 C J.R. § 1.703(a)(2). 
December 21, 2004 is flie day after the date that is four months after the August 20, 
2004 Terminal Disclaimer. The Notice of Allowance, tfie first response from the 
Office, was mailed on February 1, 2005. Therefore the proper period of 
adjustment is the sum of the days beghming on December 21 , 2004 and ending on 
Febmary 1 , 2005. In other words, the period of adjustment is 43 days. Because 
there are no overlapping grounds for adjustment under 37 C J.R. § 703, Patent 
Rule 1.703(f) is not applicable. The attached PTA History, Image Wrapper and 
File History support the aforementioned filings and dates. 

«. Application of Terminal Disclaimer 
The ' 141 Patent is subject to a terminal disclaimer as mdicatcd above. The 
August 20, 2004 Terminal Disclaimer was filed as the reply to the Patent Officers 
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U-S. Patent No. 6,910,141 PATENT 

non-final Office Action mailed July 13, 2004. In the non-final Office Action, the 
Patent Office "provisionally rejected all chnms under the judicially created 
docliine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims . . 
. of copending Application No. 10^84,396." (&e Non-Final Office Action 
mailed 07/13/2004, pg. 2. H 5). Assignee's Temiinal Disclaimer disclaimed "the 
tenninal part of the statatory term of any patent granted on the instant application, 
which would extend beyond the expiration date of the fhll statutory term defined in 
35 U.S.C. [§§] 154 and 173 as shortened by any tenninal disclaimer filed prior to 
the grantof any patent granted on pending second Application Number 
10/784,396, filed on 2/23/04, of any patent on the pending second application. The 
owner hereby agrees that any patent so granted on the instant application shall be 
enforceable only for and daring such period ftat it and any patent granted on the 
second application are commonly owned." (.See Temunal Disclaimer, August 20, 
2004,111). 

As of flie date of this petition, the issue fee fbr Application No. 10/784,396 
has been paid; however. Assignee's have not yet received an issue notification. 
Hi § L 704 Delays Attrtbutabie to the Assignee 

As tamcated by die attached documents* Assignee filed the September 22, 
2004 IDS and the September 29. 2004 Terminal Disclaimer Fee' after the August 
20, 2004 Terminal Disclanner. As a result. Assignee fiuled to engage m reasonable 
efforts to conclude processing or examination of the application wiA respect to 
both post-Terminal Disclaimer sabmissions. 



1 Assignee noces various discrepancies within the PTA History, the Image Wrapper and the File 
History regarfing the September 22, 2004 IDS and the September 29. 20M T^al Disctanw 
Fee. For instanee, while (be (tnage Wrapper appears to properly account fojr tt^se 
History improperly reconls the IDS filing in an entry dated September 29. 20W and docs not 
account filing of the Terminal Disclaimer Fee. Despite tWs errors to PTA «lcu^rj.n^cm on 
the FTA History, however, is accurate. Simllarty, the File History properly records the IDS fihng 
but is silent as to the Tenninal Disclaimer Fee. Such discrepancies, while confiismfc do not impact 
the credibility of Assignee's factual statements as indicated by the attached auto^ply fecsimilc 
transmission sheds and stamped return postcard. 
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Addressing first the post-Tenninal Disclaimer, September 22, 2004 IDS, 
Assignee appears to have delayed proseoution under either 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(7) 
or § 1.704(c)(8). § 1.704(cX7) reads, in relevant part, that: 

a "[sjubraission of a reply having an omission" constitutes a fidlure 
to engage in reasonable eflForts to conclude prosecution, *'in which 
case the period of adjustment set forth in § L703 shall be reduced 
by the number of days, if any, beginning on flie day after the date 
the reply having an omission was filed and ending on the date that 
the reply or other paper correcting the omission was filed." 

Similarly, § 1 .704(c)(8) reads, in relevant part, that: 

a "Submission of a supplemental reply or other paper expressly 
requested by the examiner, after a reply has been filed" constitutes a 
failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution, "in 
which case the period of adjustment set forth in § 1.703 shall be 
reduced by the number of days, if any, beginning on the day after 
the date the initial reply was filed and ending on the date that the 
supplem^tal reply or other such paper was filed." 
Whether tfie submission of the IDS is considered a paper correcting a 
submission of a reply having an omission or a supplemental reply, the 
period of adjustment under § 1.704 runs fiom August 21, 2004 to 
September 22, 2004, In other words, the period of adjustment attributable 
to Assignee*s delay associated with the IDS is 33 days. 

Addressing the post-Terminal Disclaimer September 29, 2004 
Terminal Disclanner Fee, Assignee appears to have delayed prosecution 
under 37 CJF.R. § 1.704(c)(7). As a result of the untimely submission of 
the Termmal Disclaimer Fee and according to the language of ttie rule 
stated above, the patent term should be reduced by a period of time 
beginning on August 21, 2004, the day after (he date the reply having an 
omission was filed, and ending on September 29, 2004, tiie date the 
omission was corrected. In other words, the period of adjustment 
attributable to Assignee's delay associated with the Tenninal Disclaimer 
Fee filing is 40 days. 

Assignee's failure to engage m reasonable efforts to conclude 
processing or examination of an application will be limited, however, to the 
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periods ofadjustment that are not overlapping. 37 C.FJl. § 1.704(c). In 
other words, because the delays attributable to the IDS filing and the 
Terminal Disclaimer Fee filing are oon^^letely overlapping, tiie period of 
adjustment can cmly be reduced by 40 days- 

/v. Additional Facts Impacting Patent Term Adjustment 
Assignee lespectfiilly submits additional facts regarding prosecution having 
an impact on the patent term adjustment. As illustrated in the PTA History and in 
the attached auto-reply facsimile transmission sheet, Assignee filed a Comment 43 
Letter on March 14, 2005. The Comment 43 Letter was submitted in compliance 
with flie "obligation of candor and good failh" and pursuant to a response to 
Comment 43 published in the September 18. 2000 Federal Register regarding the 
revision of the Patent Rules implementing provisions of the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999. Changes to Implement Patent Term Adjustment under 
Twenty-Year Patent Term. Final Rule, 65 Fed, Reg. 56,366, 56,387 (Sept. 18, 
2000). 

Assignee's Comment 43 Letter specifically stated that '"tfie term adjustment 
as piovided in fte Notice of Allowance is tiiought to be longer than appropriate," 
{See Comment 43 Letter, pg. 2). The letter further requested review of the the 3 
day adjustment in light of, among oflier things, the September 22, 2004 IDS filing. 
Id. According to flie PTA History, the Office characterized fte Comment 43 Letter 
as a miscellaneous incoming letter and proceeded to attribute 100 days of 
prosecution delay to Assignee presumably under 37 C.F JL § 1 .704(c)(l 0). As a 
result, Assignee's patent term adjustment was reduced to 0 days. 

As properly indicated in flie PTA History, Ae Image Wrapper and the File 
History, Assignee paid the issue fee on April 26, 2005. The appUcation matured 
into the '141 patent on Tune 21, 2005. 

V. Non-applicability of § J. 705(b) 

Assignee respectfully submits that this request for reconsideration could not 
have been raised under 37 C J.R § 1 .705(b). Rule 1 .705(b) applies only to a 
•^request for reconsideration of the patent term adjustment indicated in the notice of 
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allowance - . . [and] must be filed no U ter than llie payment of the issue fee. . . " 
37 C § 1 .705(b). Because the Noi ice of Allowance indicated ttie proper patent 
term adjustment of 3 days and because the alleged 100 day delay occuired after the 
Notice of Allowance, Assignee had no access to Rule 1.705(b) 

R Ri>qiie&t foT Recoi isideration under ^ 1 .705(dl 
Assignee respectfliUy submits i hat the proper patent term adjustment is 3 
days. Assignee should not receive a n iduced period of adjustment under Rule 

1.704 because: (l)theAttomey for Assignee merely complied with 37 C-F.R. § 

1.705 as mtcrpretedin light of aregis^sredpractioner's obligation of candor and 
good feith by the Patent Office in the i ieptember 28, 2000 Federal Register and (2) 
37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(l0) was not intended to penalize applicants for papers or 
petitions submitted after notice of alio ivance regarding the patent tenn adjustment 

Interpreting the final rules des; gned to implement certain provisions of the 
American Inventors Protection Act of 1999, including 37 C.F.R. Subpart F 
C'Adjustment and Extension of Patent Term"), the Federal Register has stated that 
a "registered practitioner is und&c a ge neral obligation of candor and good faith in 
practice before the OfBce." 65 Fed. Feg. 56,366, 56,387 (Sept. 18, 2000); see also. 
37 C J.R. §§ 1.56, 10.18, 1022, 10.23. *7n order to comply with ihis duty and 
where the correct adjustment is thought to be less than tndicated by the Office, an 
application for term adjustment under § L 705(b) need not be filed. Instead, a 
tetter could be filed with the issue fee pigment, indicating that that the term 
adjustment is thought to be longer than appropriate:' 65 Fed. Reg. 56,366, 56,387 
(Sept 18, 2000) (emphasis added). 

In the mstant case. Assignee believed that the 3 day adjustment in the 
Notice of Allowance might have been too generous, and appropriately filed a 
Comment 43 Letter m conformance with the Rules and official Patent Office 
mterpretations of the Rules. As a consequence, it would be improper to 
characterise Assignee's compliance with 37 C.F.R. and Patent Office literature in 
the Federal Register as a failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude 
prosecutioiL 
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Additionally and with respect to the proper scope of 37 C.F.R. § 
1.704{c)(10), Assignee respectfully asserts that the Rwle was never designed to 
include papers or petitions regarding the patent tenm adjustment. The Office has 
clearly stated that the submission of certain papers after a notice of allowance do 
not cause substantial interference and delay in the patent issue process, and thus are 
not considered a feflure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution. 
Kg.. Nicholas P, Godici, aarification of 37 C.F.R. L 704(c)(10) - Reduction of 
Patent Term At^ustmentfor Certain Types of Papers Filed After a Notice of 
Allowance has been Mailed, OG 26 June 2001 1 2 (2001), 
http://www.nspto.gov/web/offices/com/sol/og/2001/week26/patcfrl .htm. In 

addition, Rsile 1.704(e) clearly states that the "[sluhmissions of an application for 
patent ten» adjiistment under § 1 .705(b) ... will not be considered a fiiUure to 
engage in reasonable efforts to conclude prosecution , . . of the application under 
paragraph (cXlO) of this section." 37 CFJL § 1.704(e). 

Assignee tespectfUlly asserts that Comment 43 Letters are nearly identical 
to Rule 1 .705(b) petitions in substance and tJierefore should also be exempt from 
the scope of Rule 1.704(c)(10). In support, Assignee notes that both Rule 1.705(b) 
petitions and Comment 43 Letters request icoonsidmtian of the patent term 
adjustment at notice of allowance and that the only minor formalities are unique 
among tiie two papers. While Rule 1.705(b) petitions are more stractured tiian 
Comment 43 Letters botii give notice to Ae Patent OfQce that the patent term 
adjustment may be incorrect. 

In summary, tiie Attorney for Assignee merely complied with the Patent 
Rnles as interpreted by tixe Patent Office when it submitted a Comment 43 Letter 
after Notice of Allowance. Morevoer, Rule 1.704(cK10) was not intended to 
include papers and petitions directed at Vae patent tenn adjustment As a result of 
the foregoing. Assignee respectfully requests reconsideration of the patent term 
adjustment as indicated in tiie issued patent Specifically, Assignee requests that 
the patent term adjustment properly account for the 3 days of administrative delay 
by the Office.
